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1. KOREA: The enemy logistical build-up, recent trceop movements and 
PY statements indicate that Communist forces in Keroa are now prepared 
to undertake a major offensive, which may be launched at any time. , 
As of 22 August, Communist forces wore estimated to be capable 
logistically of sustaining a 46-division attack for 26 days and 
yehicle sightings since that date have reached an all-time high. 
Estimated Communist troop strength has been gneveased to 627,000. 
Nerth Korean units are now estimated to be at full strength and 
con units at 80% of 2/0. Two CCP armored divisions have been 
tengatively accepted in Korea with a total strength of 11,000 men 
and 160 tanks, thus increasing estimated enemy tank strength in 
accepted tank units to approximately 300. ‘he North Korean 105th 
fankt Division has moved southward to Sarivon, there are numerous 
other reports of a steady foryard movement of Communist troops, and 
some Worth Korean units ere shifting to the cast. A recent increase 
in eneny counterattacks may be a prelude to an offensive, and 
sevoral P's have reported thet a general offensive is to be launched 
about the first of September. Reports of the presence of Soviet 
troops continue buf can provably be attributed largely to the 
prosence of advisers, technicians and AAA personnel. There area no 
ney indica$ions of enemy preoperatione to cnlerge air operations 
over Korea in the near future. Communist propaganda has provided 
no ney indication of intentions in the coase-fire discussions. 


2. JAPA: There continue to be no firm indications of, the tactics 
which the Soviet delegation will pursue at the San Francisco 
conference, other then thet the Sovicts will apparently attempt to 
upset 0.8. plans end that they havo announced thet thoy will make 
sone “proposals” of their ow. Soviet propaganda indicates that 
the particular target will be the military aspects of the treaty 
and that the U.S.8.R. will probably represent J¢self as the champia 
of the Asien nations. There are no indications as to what connection 
developments in Korea may have vith Soviet proposals at the Peace 
Treaty discussions . 
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ITHDOCHINA: Tho military situation continues relatively static 
and there are no clear indications of imminent large-scale Vict 
Ninh operations or of a Chinese Communist intervention in force. 
Although evidence continues that substantial amounts of Chinese 
Communist military sapplies are moving to the Viet Minh, the Viet 
Minh are reportedly suffering from rather serious economic and 
morale problems. 


BURMA: Reports continue to suggest the possibility of a Chinese 
Commmnist incursion into northern Burma or increased Burmese Com- 
munist insurgent activity during September, but firm reports of 
Conuunist intentions ere lacking. 


GERMANY: Soviet field training continues to emphasize river- 
eressing training on.the Elbe where some tactical units reportedly 
ave participating with engineer units in river erossing exerciseg. 
Positive ovidence of the assembly of large amounts of bridging 
equipment slong the Blbe indicates that Soviet forees possess the 
capability of effecting extensive bridging operctions. Apparent 
Jnerveusca caphagis on airberne as well as river-crogsing training 
this year suggests increasing attention to training of Soviet forces 
in specialized opsrations. No new mavement of Soviet treeps into 
€ormany 2as been reported but the arrival of a wit or units 
{prohabiy net more then a division in strength) in June-July is 

new accepted. The identity of these treops is not established 

and it may be a tank division from Poland or @ new unit direct 

from the U.8.8.R. Soviet divisional strongth in Germany possibly 
will be increased to offset the build-up ef HATO forecs. In 
addition te the program now underuay to Improve seven airfiolds 

in Gernany, with completion probably scheduled for October, there 
are unconfirmed reports that seven other fields will also receive 
improvements. The number of twln-jct dembers in Gormany is reportedly 
ineraasing. 


SATELLITES: The modernization of the Satellite Air Ferces continues 
with the observation of Yak-15 jets in tha Rumanian Air Force, the 
provably assignment of Hig-15's to the Hungarien Air Poree and the 
continued training of the Czech Air Fores in NIG-1$'s. The AAA 
build-up in the Praguo area continues. In both Poland and Hungary, 
there are indications that the call-up of the 1931 clase may bo 
under way slightly ahead of schedule and there 1s no evidence of 
the release or prospective release of older classes. The combat- 
readiness of the BulgarZan Army has been further increaged with the 
assignment of the 1931 conscript elass to tactical units and recall 
of large numbers of reservists, Nearly half the unit strength of | 
the Bulgarian Army is now engaged dn maneuvers on or near the 
Yugoslav border. 


PROPAGANDA: Soviet propaganda has developed no new themes but hes 
intensified the "hate America® and "peace" campaigns in the U.3.S.R. 
and Eastern Europe. Considerable eaphasis continues to be placed 
on the issue of Bast-Host trade. 
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The Soviet Armed Porces in being are in an advanced state of 
readiness for war and could initiste offonsive operations with 
Little or no edditional warning. Militavy and political indice - 
tions ere that the Communists intend to ineist upon a solution 

of controversial problems strictly along lines which further | 
Commmist world objectives. There are no indications that the 
Sovicts and their Communist allies, in pursuing their major 
objectives, intend necessarily te avoid actions which might preci- 
pitate global hostilities. 


Indications are that Communist forces in Korea are prepared to 
undertake a major offensive, that they aro capable Logistically 

of sustaining it for at least 26 days, and thet the attack mey 
occur at any time. There ere no cleay indications of their inten-. 
tions with regard to continuation of the cease-fire discussions. 


Purticr major Chinese Communist military operations, other than in 
Korea, Ge not appear to be imainent. Support of the Viet Rinh 
appears te be gradually inereasing. 


There sre no firm indications of Soviet intenticns to initiate 
hostilities in Europe or the Neax East in the near future. The 
avaliabllity of large amounts of bridging equipment in Germany, 
tne nature of Soviet training and the continuing bulld-up of the 
Satellite ground and alr forces reflect the stcady Increase in 
Comaunist militery preparations in Europe. 


Ho firm conclusion can be reached as to the nature of the next 
Soviet move but the weight of evidence points to the Par Bust 

as being the focal point of current Sovict Jaterest. The nature 
of possible Soviet actiondis not clear. here are strong Indica- 
tions, however, that a major Commmist offensive is impending 
in Korea.

{1} Ground. Cumulative and continuing evidence of the enemy 
logistical build-up, together with recent reports of a 
scuthwerd movement of armor and PW statezents of an 
4mpending offensive, indicate that Communist forees in 
Kovea are now prepared to undertake a major offensive, 
which may be launched at any timc. PECOM has estinested 
thaé enemy forces hed accumulated, by 22 August, suffi- 
cient supplies to eupport.a 46-division attack for oa 
period of 26 days- Subsequent to that date, sightings 
ef eneny vehicular traffic have reached an all-time high, 
averaging 2577 over a five-day pericd during the past 
week. he high level of vehicle sightings during recent 
weeks, which included a total of nearly 4000 on 24.25 
August, indicate that enemy forces are now employing at 
least 6000 to 10,000 trucks and have thereby Jnereased 
their capabilities to sustain an offensive. Recent 
sightings have also included a considerable increase in 
the number of trains and locomotives, particularly along 
west coast routes. 


She estimate of Communist treop strength in Korea was 
increased by 132,000 thie week to a total of 627,000, 
based largely on the cumulative evidence of an increase 
dn the average strength of units and diso on the tentative 
atceptanee of the presence of tuo CCP armored divisions. 
Sorth Korean units are nov estimated to be at full 7/0 
strength and CCF units at 80% of #/0 strength. The 

ist CCP Armored Division has beon tentatively accepted in 
the Singyo area (about 40 miles north of Keesong) and 

tho 34 CCP Armored Division is believed to be between 
Wonsan and Yangdok. These divisions are belicved to have 
a TAR of 80 tanks and a strength of 5500 men cach. These 
tanks, together with those of the North Korean 105th 

fank Division, have brought tho estimated enemy tank 
strength to approximately 300. Reports indicete that this 
North Korean tenk division has recently moved some 40 
miles south of Pyongyang to Sariwon, while one report 
indicates that the lst CCP Armored Division is alco moving 
southuest fron Singye to Hamchonjom. One report stated 
thaS armor, artillery and 20,000 treops were moving from 
Sanchen to the Songjin-Chongjin arca. Also many reports 
have indicated a eteady forward movement of Communist 
tpeops. The 60th CCF Army is accepted as moving southvest 
to the vicinity of Singye and there ere many reports that

Tn addition to the forward movement of enemy troops, a 
recent increase in enemy counterattacis may be a prelude 
to an offensive. According to several recent Py state- 
monts, a general offensive is to be launched: on 1 September 
or shortly thereafter; prisoners have reported that the 
order for the offensive has been igsved by Kim Il-sung end 
thot the date may have been postpancd from 15 August to 

1 September. — 


Thore are continuing reports of the presence in Korea of 
Soviets troops, but no Soviet units, as cuch, have been 
sdentified, and 46 is believed that the reports ean largely 
by attrdbuted to the presence of advisors, technicians 

and AAA personnel. A recent report alleges that some 3000 
Soviet troops are in the mountains cast of Raechon and 
shat smaller numbers are in Sarivon and Kuansong-Ni. In 
addition to the possibility that Soviet ABA personnel may 
he inereasing, it appears likely that 4increasing numbers 
of Soviet technical personnel may have been assigned in 


‘connection with the build-up of Communist mechanized forces. 


Aix. ‘here have been no indications of a change in 
Communist intentions with respect to the employment of air 
poueor in Korea. The cnemy continues to maintain a sporadic 
ely defonse of the Yalu River arca, but there are. no now 
indications of preparations substantially to enlorge air 
operations in the near future, clther 4indcpenféntly or in 
conjunction with a ground offensive. 


Political. There has been no clear indication in Comaunist 

propaganda as to their intentions with vrospect to a continua- 
sion of the cease-fire discussions. The mejor propaganda 
effort during the past week has been devctcd, hrucver, to 
choirons that the U.S. is attempting to ecuclude the talks.

b. JAPAN. There continue to be no firm indications of the tactics 
which the Soviet delogation will pursue et the San Francisco conference, 
other than that the Scvicts will presumably seek to upset U.S. plengs 
and that they have announced that they will. make some "proposals" of 
their own. It cannot be determined whether those will include an 
entirely new treaty proposal or amendments. Sovist propaganda indicates 
that the particular target will be the military aspects of the treaty 
and thet the 0.8.8.R. will probably represent itself as the champion 
of the Asian nations who suffered most from Japanese aggression. Several 
Soviet press ifems during the weok gave perticuler emphasis to U.S. 
military egreements with Japan, while one Literary Gazette article 
implied that the 0.8.S.R. would play the rolo of a peace-loving nation 
seeking to settle issues by negotiation in contrast to U.S. rejection 
of "any kind of cooperation at the conference." ‘The possibility that

There continue 
aiso to be no Indications as to what proposals, if any, the Soviets.

A feviet freighter which has regularly arrived in Japan at 
two-month intervals with supplies for the Soviet Hission hae apparently 
advanced itg next arrival froa late September to between 4-10 Septembor. 
While there ig come possibility that this development may be connected 
with the opening of the Peace Treaty discussions, other fectors may well 
eccouné for 1%, and the significance of the apparent change, 1f any, is

c. CHINA. There continue to be no indications of significant 
properations in South China which would point to an early ettack on 
Foracsa or Hong Kong. Another report hag been received referring to 
Chinese Communist expectations of a “coming world war" and of defensive 
measures in South China purportedly to be completed by Octobor.° There 
was no suggestion of plans for further Chinese Commmist mllitery action 
beyond hor torders. , 
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a. JNDOCHINA. The military situation continues to remain 
relatively static and there have been no clear indications of imminent 
large-scale Viet Minh operations or of a Chinese Communist intervention 
in fores. Recent reports increasingly suggest that the Viet Minh are 
suffering from morale problems and encountering serious difficuities 
Sn feoding both their civilian and military personnel. At the same 
time, there are indications that this condition is dvoing offset to 
& cortain extent by increasing Chinese Communist military aid in the 
form of suppifes and there are some further suggestions that the infil- 
tvabion of personnel Inte the Viet Minh units may be on tho increase. 
Gne source has resorted an "intense" moverent of military supplics 
from China to Wact Minh torzitery during the last month and that ¢he 
Vie& Mink ere very well supplied in arms and ammunition despite 
' deteriorating economic conditions. If conditions within Viet Minh 
territory continue to deteriorate, the possibility of overt actions 
by the Chinese Comaunists to retrieve the situation 4s likely to 
increase. Heanuhile reports, which have not been confirmed, of @ 
northuard movement of some Viet Minh forces could indicate that a 
redispositioning of forces is under way for a major effensive sgainst 
the Red River Delta area. 


@- BURKA. One report of late July stated that early Chinese 
Communiss occupation of the Fort Hertz erea (Northern Burma) has been 
eumored In the Kachin State. The possibility that the Chineze Communists 
might begin ‘a move into northorn Burma at the end of the rainy season 
in Septcmber has been suggested by this and other recent reports, and 
preparations for en incursion ints nertherm Burma by Burmese Comaunist 
Party personnel now being treinthe in Kunming have olso been alleged. 
Apart from continuing indications of a concentration of Burmese insur- 
gent offerte in the north, however, firn reports of imacdiate Comaunist 
antentions in the area are lacking. ,
